Blackleg* Boughly Handled By the Strik-

The Casualties. 


DEB Moures, LA., January 8.—Troubles 


broke out afresh among the striking 
miners at Angus last evening. 
At five 


o'clock, ss a gang ol abont lorty men, 
who had displaced the strikers were 
leaving one ol the mines they wero sur- 
rounded by a crowd ol 300 pr 400 strikers 
who proceeded to hustle them out ot 
town, kicking and shoving ttem along, 
handling them generally pretty roughly.

Combinations » Keep Up Prices Not 


Tif^nl Agreements. 


NBW TOKK, January 9.—For years the 


Lake Superior Copper Mining Companies 
have Joined in agreements to regulate 
prices and prevent unprofitable competi- 
tion. The companies interested were 
the Calumet & Hecla, Qulncy, Atlantic 
Central, AUouez, Franklin, Huron and 
others. Under thase contracts the Calu- 
met & Hecla Company was to market 
the entire production ol the Lake Su- 
perior region and dlYlde the amount re- 
ceived, according to the quantity ol cop- 
per produced by each, company. The 
Calumet & Ueda made contracts for 
many thousands of tons ot copper in 
Europe. 
Despite these arrangements, the Qulncy 


company arranged to deliver copper in 
Kurope. A suit was brought by the Calu- 
met & Hecla and other companies, and 
a temporary injunction 
obtained re- 
straining the Quincy Company Irom 
making any sales ol copper in violation 
ol the agreement. 
Judge Lawrence de- 


cided to dissolve the injunction, holding 
that, in.hls opinion, the contracts are in 
restraint of public trade and against pub- 
lic policy. 


Wont Their TJnole's Wealth.

THE KING OF CEABS. 


The Immense Creature Found in 


Japan. 


K*»t Enough From One to Supply a Whole 


Jfamlly—Crabs That Climb Tree»— 


Tholr Enormou* Streoffth. 


A reporter who happened into tho 


llugoum of Natural History in New 
York the other day ran across a natu- 
ralist who was exiimmiag a curious ob- 
ject. 


"That's a crab," said he, lifting an 


enormous something that might have 
<ervcd as a shell for a large-sized tur- 
Uo and ouo ot 
the largest known. 


"This is only tho top shell; tho legs 
were unfortunately lost, ajid if you are 
astonished at this you will probably 
think.! am drawing on ray own im- 
agination whon I say that tho crab 
Whon alivo was twenty-two feet across." 


• Tho shell was a curious object— 


rough, corrugated, ol a light yellow 
hue, nnd about two feet across. 
The 


eye-stalks woro two inches in height, 
and between them extended upward a 
long, sharp spino that would have been 
a formidable weapon if the giant was 
disposed to use it. 
"If you could see one of these fel- 


lows alive," continued the natxiralist, 
"and under tho circumstances th%f I 
did, you wouldn't forget it. 1 caught 
this fellow myself 
They urc found in 


Japan and known as rock or spider 
cB»bs. Tho shell of the largo ones at- 
tains a length of about two foot and re- 
sembles a moss-covered rock 
From 


it bramch the legs, that are tuily enor- 
mous, and as I have said, this one 
whoa crawling along with its claws 
expanded would stretch troin tho tip of 
one t» another at lcas>l twenty-two 
foot."I had heard of thos>o giants, but I 
had no idea that they attained this 
enormous size. But when I arrived in 
Japan I soon heard from tlie native 
fishermen the most remarkable stones 
and soon found a man who said he- 
ecu Id take me to a spot where they 
could be caught. 
Wo started one at- 


ternoon in one of tho small native 
boats and skirted the bay for seven or 
eight miles, finally arriving at tho 
mouth of a small river. Horo we went 
ashore and the Japanese soon rigged 
up a tent of rush, in which we woro to 
pass the night, as it was only after 
dark that tho sea spHders could be s,een. 
It was dusk when we reached tho spot, 
and for three mortal hours we sat there 
speechless watching the shore. 
Tho 


nde was on tho ebb, and finally the 
fisherman grasped me suddenly by the 
•nn and pointed down the shore away, 
and there I loon made out a curious, 
lumbering object making its way up 
ont of the water. The moon was ris- 
ing, and at every move the creature 
glistened and sparkled as if it was 
drenched with molten silver. 
On it 


•ame until finally I could make out tho 
outline of a gigantic crab that was un- 
dertaking the uncrab-like operation of 
leaving the water and taking to dry 
land. I waited until tho animal stopped 
and showed signs that it would go 
HO higher, and then rushed out, mak- 
ing for the water so as to head it off. 
I had provided myself with a large 
stick, and soon found that I should 
have to use it, as the moment the huge 
creature saw us it started for tho water, 
crawling along side wise and at no 
mean rate of ipeed. 


"I placed myself in front of it, but 


on the creature came, holding aloft its 
two claw*, each of which wag ten feet 
long, and by the time it reached me I 
stepped aside, and was rather m a 
quandary, as I wanted to secure it en- 
tire. The Jap was talking and yelling 
something which I conld not under- 
stand, and suddenly grasped one of the 
big claws. Seeing his game I grabbed 
tti* other, and held on as well as we 
aoald, and, would you believe, the 
strength of the animal was such that 
we could not stand still. We pulled in 
opposite directions, however, and in 
this way lifted the animal from the 
ground ; but while we were holding on, 
the crab, by a quick movement, threw 
off its large claws, M you hare prob- 
ably seen small ones do, and over we 
went headlong into the mud, each 
holding a claw, while the crab took a 
fresh start for the water. We dropped 
th« olawt and soon had it, and a native 
rop« quickly had it powerless, although 
its struggles to escape and the strength 
displayed were marvelous—that ia, in a 
«rab. 
I found that the crabs come 


npoa the shore every night and wan- 
dered about to feed, it is presumed, on 
the muddy flats. Before morning we 
•aught another and smaller one that 
had a spread of about ten feet. We 
k»T» kinz prabs here, bnt these fellows 
were the Kings of the crab family sure 
«nough. 
I took h to Japan and 


•hipped it to New York in two boxes, 
but, unfortunately, the one containing 


country. Harvard Collage has a fairi 
•pecuBen. but not M luge an these I 
have mentioned. What ace they goodi 
for? Well, in Japan the/ are eaten 
just as we eat crabs here. The great! 
claws are the only really falnable parts, 
and one orab-will produce meat enough 
to supply a whole family. Then, again, 
the shell is broken np and made iato a< 
curious medicine takeu by the natives, 
and, curiously enough, they also make; 
a medicine out of a fossil crab that they 
get in the back country. 
"Though this crab is the largest it ia not 


M powerful as the famous palm-tree 
crab of the islands sooth of •ftp*11 an(* 
in the Indian archipelago. The crab 
is called the birgos and it is a relative 
of the hermit crab, only it has no shell, 
|the plates on the abdomen being ex- 
tremely hard and effectually taking the 
place of the shell that is worn by others 
of the kind. The birgos ia not a water 
orab, living entirely upon land and 
going down to the soa once a day, it_is 
said, for the purpose of moistening its 
gills. They are generally found in the 
near proximity of palm trees, up_on the 
fruit of which they live, and their bur- 
rows are generally placed at the foot 
of the trees. To give you an idea of 
the amount of cocoanufcs that the 
creatures eat, the Malay natives came 
about twice a "year and dug up their 
holes to get the cocoanut husks that 
the crabs took m to make their nests 
of. Hundreds of pounds were thus ob- 
tained and made into mats, beds and 
many other articles of household use. 
In appearance the birgos was ex- 
tremely repulsive. They were about 
as big as a man's head, if ho was a 
very big man and he had a very big 
head; the claws were heavy, short, col- 
ored red, and covered with sharp points, 
so that when tho claws were struck to- 
gether, as they were when the animals 
were enraged, 
thera was a loud, 


clacking sound that could be heard 
quite a distance. The first time I saw 
one was at tho Spice Islands. After 
dinner one day the German Consul 
asked me if I didn't want to see a 
Spice Island pig. I said yes, and he 
led me out back of the hotel, and there, 
in a wooden enclosure, were two of the 
largest crabs, eating rice out of a 
trough, actually being fattened for the 
market like hogs. We afterward had 
them served, and I found deviled birgos 
very good. 
"The most remarkable feature about 


these crabs 
was 
their 
enormous 


strength. One was placed in an ordi- 
nary tin cracker box, where there was 
no opportunity of taking hold; but the 
next morning the box was found com- 
pletely punctured with holes, actually 
bitten through by the sharp biting 
claws of the crab, and m another con- 
lined in the same way tha top of the 
box was fairly twisted off. Having so 
much muscular power, natives natu- 
rally approach them with some cau- 
tion in attempting their capture. 
I 


was informed that on one occasion a 
party went out to a place somewhat 
famous for therm, and, arriving nt 
night, went into camp with the ejcpec- 
tfttion of trying tho crabs the next day. 
But, 
during the night, tho party was 


awakened by the most terrific screams, 
and, rusliing into thi1 wood near at 
hand with ruabJights, they found one of 
tho natives i>\ymging partly from a 
huge leal ol a cocoanut, and scream- 
ing as it he was being hanged. For 
some moments they could not make 
out what the trouble was, but finally I 
was sure that the man was in the grasp 
of an enormous birgos. 
The native 


had attempted to climb a palm tree, 
but had been seized almost immediate- 
ly by a crab, who happened to be cling- 
ing to tho branch. Naturally, the crab 
held on, and had almost pulled the 
hair out of tho man's head before ho 
was rescued. So in tins case tho crab 
had turned the tablet) and captured one 
of its would-be captors. 


"Tho intelligence .shown by theso 


crabs is rccmikable. They climb tho 
palms, bite off a nut and allow it to 
drop, and thus break it open, and if 
they find a nut on the ground they 
have 
been known to take it to 


tho top of a tree and 
then 
hurl 


it 
to 
tho 
ground. 
Others, and 


generally tho mrgesi ones, have been 
observed to beat il against a rock and 
so break the shell 
They invariably 


commence to tear away the husk at the 
end upon winch is situated the two 
hole'. 
When this is dono with tho 


great claw they hammer tho holes until 
an opening is made and then the body 
is twisted aiound and one of the small 
hind legs that will just fit is introduced, 
the moat taken out bit by bit and 
then the shell broken. Tbe crab is cer- 
tainly a lowly creature, bnt it is re- 
markably intelligent in some ways, and 
also cunning. If you have ever tried 
to catch a wild lobster you are aware 
how many wilos they have to effect their 
escape and to elude their enemy. Some 
years ago the questioa was raised in 
London whether crabs remained m the 
same locality year after year, and 
finally it was res'olved to test the ques- 
tion. So about a thousand crabs were 
caught and marked m various ways 
and taken a- distance of twenty miles 
and put oveiboard, and in much less 
than a week hundreds of theso marked 
crabs were caught 
ou 
their own 


giound*, showing that home, sweet 
home, was a reality to crabs as much 
as to any other animal, and undoubt- 
edly all that were caught returned m 
tlipsame way."—PJitladelphia Ttmet.
